I  hereby  wish  to  report  that  I  have  examined  the 
books  and  records  of  the  Selectmen  and  find  that  all  the 
accounts  check  exactly. 

All  orders  issued  by  them  have  been  paid  by  the  Treas- 
urer and  the  accounts  check  to  a  cent. 

Where  there  are  two  or  three  small  overdrafts  on  some 
of  the  appropriations,  on  others  there  are  credits  that 
more  than  offset  them,  so  that  as  a  whole  there  is  no 
overdraft  on  the  total  appropriation.  In  other  words, 
the  business  of  the  town  during  the  past  year  has  been 
transacted  within  the  appropriation  as  voted  at  the  last 
town  meeting. 

When  the  painstaking  method  in  which  the  books 
have  been  kept  is  taken  into  consideration,  it  would  seem 
practically  impossible  for  errors  to  occur.  In  my  judg- 
ment too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  the  careful  way 
in  which  each  and  everv  item  of  expenditure  has  been 
recorded  in  a  simple  and  straightforward  way  that  can 
be  readily  understood  bv  anyone  who  cares  to  examine 
the  books.

TO WN  OF  BALDWIN 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee'  and  Citizens 
of  Baldwin  : 

"The  greatest  good  for  a  nation  is  the  production  of 
the  highest  possible  type  of  man  or  woman,"  and  the 
standard  for  the  ideal  type  is  a  perfect  mind  in  a  per- 
fect body.  "Health  is  a  corner  stone  of  the  foundation 
of  a  country.  Health  is  essential  to  the  prosperity,  the 
power,  the  happiness,  and  permanence  of  a  people." 

During  the  vear,  the  Modern  Health  Crusade  has  been 
organized  in  every  school  in  our  Union.  The  movement 
had  its  birth  with  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association 
and  in  endorsed  by  our  Public  Health  Association  and 
the  State  Department  of  Education.  In  fact,  it  is  inter- 
national in  its  scope,  three  continents  having  adopted  it, 
and  it  already  numbers  over  6,000.000  members. 

Its  object  is  to  promote  health  through  the  proper 
training  of  pupils  in  health  habits,  among  which  are  the 
following:  proper  care  of  the  teeth,  keeping  the  body 
and  mind  clean,  the  eating  of  nourishnng  food,  the  avoid- 
ance of  injurious  drinks,  attending  to  exercise  and  venti- 
lation, and  cultivating  a  wholesome  mental  attitude. 

Under  the  teacher's  supervision,  every  pupil  reports 
daily  and  checks  up  the  number  of  points  he  has  earned. 
These  reports  are  kept  on  file  and  -those  who  have  been 
faithful  in  the  performance  -of  their  duties  receive  honor- 
arv  awards.  The  pupils  are  being  weighed  and  measured 
and  those  who  are  below  normal  are  encouraged  to  bring 
themselves  up  to  standard  by  means  of  proper  diet. 

We  already  see  a  marked  improvement  in  the  health 
habits  of  our  children  since  what  were  formerely  irksome 
duties  have  now  become  a  pleasure.  Only  a  few  years 
ago  discipline  and  methods  were  the  great  problems  of  the 
teaching  profession  ;  next  it  was  manual  training  and  do- 
mestic science,  and  now  it  is  rural  education  and  moral 
and  physical  training. 

Ideals  in  education  are  changing  so  rapidly  that  it  be- 
comes necessary  to  pay  our  teachers  sufficient  salary  to 
enable  them  to  get  in  touch  with  the  great  educational 
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leaders,  that  they,  themselves,  may  become  imbued  with 
their  vision. 

Few  realize  the  social  obligations  and  the  overhead 
expenses  of  our  teachers.  They  are  expected  to,  and  do 
contribute  liberally  to  many  worthy  causes  and  with  a 
cheerful  spirit. 

Until  recently  teachers  worked  throughout  the  long 
vacations,  but  now  attendance  upon  summer  school  is 
required,  which  renders  this  no  longer  feasible.  Every 
teacher  is  expected  to  be  a  member  of  three  educational 
associations,  the  National,  the  State,  and  the  County. 
Paying  dues  and  attendance  upon  these  meetings  is  no 
small  expense.  Moreover,  no  one  would  now  think  of 
continuing  in  the  profession  without  subscribing  to 
educational  magazines  and  owning  pedagogical  books. 

On  October  1st,  a  meeting  of  the  teachers  of  Baldwin, 
Hiram  and  Sebago,  was  held  at  East  Hiram.  Miss 
Nellie  Jordan,  State  director  of  the  Modern  Health  Cru- 
sade, spoke  on  health  topics  and  Mr.  E.  C.  Marriner  of 
Ginn  &  Co.,  gave  an  address  on  the  teaching  of  reading 
and  geography.  This  meeting  was  well  attended  and 
proved  a  source  of  much  pleasure  and  profit  to  all  pres- 
ent. It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  every  teacher  was 
present  at  the  State  Concention,  which  was  held  at 
Portland,  in  October. 

WEST  BALDWIN 

Last  year  the  question  of  purchasing  a  lot  and  erecting 
a  new  schoolhouse  at  West  Baldwin,  was  referred  to  a 
committee  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  coming  annual  March 
meeting,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  the  citizens  of 
Baldwin  will  realize  the  imperative  need  either  of  re- 
modeling the  old  building  or  erecting  a  new  one. 

There  is  an  intelligent  class  of  children  here,  but  it 
is  impossible  for  them  to  do  their  best  work  under  im- 
proper housing  conditions. 

EAST  BALDWIN 
The  school  League  here  has  been  very  active  through- 
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out  the  year.  Hot  lunches  have  been  regularly  served, 
Yictrola  records  have  been  purchased  and  $7.00  remains 
in  the  treasury.  Moreover,  the  building  has  been 
screened  and  a  new  supply  cabinet  added. 

NORTH  BALDWIN 

The  pupils  in  this  school  have  purchased  a  new  Vic- 
trola  and  nine  records,  one  framed  picture,  dishes  for 
serving  hot  lunches  and  $6.00  remains  in  the  treasury. 

The  building  has  been  screened. 

PIGEON  BROOK 

This  building,  which  was  so  long  in  the  process  of  re- 
pairs, has  been  completed. 

The  windows  have  been  screened  and  a  new  bell  hung. 

In  this  schoolhouse  a  large  and  prosperous  Sunday 
School  is  maintained  and  many  community  gatherings 
are  held  here. 

BURNELL 

The  School  League  here  has  $12.94  in  the  treasury  and 
the  pupils  are  preparing  an  entertainment,  the  proceeds 
of  which  will  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  a  new 
Victrola. 

In  December  the  pupils  in  the  Baldwin  schools  made  a 
house-to-house  canvass  selling  Red  Cross  seals  to  the 
amount  of  $40.00,  and  one-half  of  these  proceeds  will  be 
used  for  health  work  in  the  schools.
